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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 3-6, 8-9, 12-14, 17, and 81-96 are pending in the instant application. Claims 2, 
7, 10-11, 15-16, and 18-80 are canceled. New claims 95-96 are presented and will be examined 
with the elected subject matter. 

RCE 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/28/08 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 7/28/2008 are insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 17 and 83 based upon anticipation and obviousness as set forth in the last 
Office action because: the declaration fails to show that the instantly claimed amorphous form 
was not present in the prior art. The declaration states that the prior art compound's melting 
enthalphy is 12kJ/mol. Examiner respectfiilly disagrees. The prior art states that the free acid 
valsartan has a measured melting enthalphy of 12kJ/mol, not the amorphous form. The prior art 
is silent as to the melting enthalphy of the amorphous form. The declaration does not show that 
the instant amorphous form is not found in the prior art. Rather, the declaration seems to 
indicate that the amorphous form is present in the prior art. In paragraph 1 1 of the declaration, 
the amorphous form is present in the prior art. Therefore, it is asserted that the prior art discloses 
the instantly claimed amorphous form because something while is old does not become 
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patentable upon the discovery of a new property and an inherent feature need not be recognized 
at the time of the invention. MPEP 21 12. 

New claims 95 and 96 have been considered, but are not found patentable for the same 
reason as claims 17 and 83. (See previous office actions mailed on 6/14/05, 3/8/06, 1 1/6/06 and 
7/20/07. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
